Death of the Postmaster General. 
Intelligence was, received last evening of 


the death of Aaron V. Brown of Tennessee 
who has for two years filled the office of 
Postmaster General. He wis born in 
Virginia on the 15th August, 1795, and 
graduated at Chapel Hill University in 
North Carolina in 1814. He then remov- 
ed to Tennessee, where he studied law, and 
snbsequently became a partner of the late 
President Polk. He has been in public 
a'nierSBe'r SOTs fegislafnre of "Tennessee 
in 1821, ol which body he remained a mem- 
ber eleven years. 
He was returned a mem- 


ber of the national House of Representa- 
tives in 1839, where he'remained six years. 
In 1845, he was elected Governor of Ten- 
nessee, and failed of reelection in 1847, 
when he was again a candidate for the 
same office. 
He was always a strong 


partisan and an extreme sectionalist in his 
political opinions. His management of the 
post office has been altogether for the in- 
terest of the southern portion of the con- 
federacy. His selection of a route for the 
great overland mail involved an enormous 
and useless expense, solely for the benefit 
of the south. 


Mr. Brown, we believe is the fifth per- 


son who has died while holding a place in 
the cabinet, since the organization of the 
government. The first was HughS.Le- 
gare of South Carolina, Secretary of State 
undei President Tyler, who died suddenly 
in Boston in June, 1743. 
The President 


and a mumber of his cabinet were at this 
time in the metropolis of New England, 
attending the celebration of the completion 
of the Bunker Hill Monument. Mr. Le- 
gar's successor in office, Abel P. Upshur of 
Virsinia, wan killed on board the 
steamer 


Princeton iu February, 1841, by the explo- 
sion of a gun. His col league in the cabinet 
as Secretary of War, Thomas W. Gilmer 
of Virginia, met his death at the same 
time. Daniel Webster, all recollect, died 
in October, 1852, while occupving the post 
of Secretary of State in'Mr. Fillraore's ad- 
ministration.—Prov. Journal.
